Condition of Washington City in 
1800—Treaty With Ohio Indians 

_ Capitulation of Vicksburg. 


Gov. Wright sought in vain to stem 
the flame of revolution and prevent its

On June 21st 
a meeting at Savannah appointed dele- 
gates to a committee of public safety, 
of which William Cawin was president.

DECLARATION OF INDEPENDENCE, 

The subject of independence having 
been formally brought to the atten- 
tion of Congress by Richard Henry 
Lee of Virginia, on June 7, 1776, a 


committee was appointed to ‘consider 


the subject. That committee reported 
a declaration of independence, 
drawu up by Thomas Jefferson on 
July ist. When the report came up in 
the Committee of the Whole, nine 
colonies voted for it. New York dele- 
gates declined to vote, as they had re- 
ceived no instruction from their State; 
Delaware was divided, while the Penn- 
sylvania delegation gave three votes 
for and four against the Declaration, 
and South Carolina cast one vote for 
and three against the Declaration. 
When the question came up for final 
action on July 4th, the two Pennsyl- 
vanians who had voted “No” absented 
themselves, and Cæsar Rodney of Dela- 
ware changed his vote to the affirma- 
tive, and South Carolina followed suit, 
The New York delegation still declined 
to vote. A slave-trade clause, de- 
nouncing King George for vetoing a 
bill abolishing the slave trade, 
stricken out of Jefferson’s draft. It 
was not till July 9th, when the new 
Congress of New York met at White 
Plains, that that State sustained the 
Declaration and it became the umani- 
mous act of the thirteen Colonies.
